9MO0C DXPEDITION WRAPUP. An excerpt from a press release by Don Field, G3XTT, 
reports that "the 9MOC operation closed down on Tuesday, February 24th, after making well 
over 65k QSOs with over 180 DXCC countries." The DXpedition was highly successful in 
every respect with all goals being achieved.
